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Making Cent$ of the Millennium Fund

With sliulont debt on the rise 
taster than Bill Clinton's conquest 
list, students are feeling the tlnancial 
burden more than ever. Average loan 
totals have risen $ 1 (XX) from 1 990, 
now faring in the $25 (X)0 range. 
Roughly 30'/f of all students fall into 
this category. 

Unless from an upper income 
family, you have toquestion the worth 
of higher education, at least in a fi- 
nancial sense. However, while stu- 
dents with less than a high school 
education have unemployment rates 
of around 25%, university students 
do pretty well, keeping unemploy- 
ment rates around 5%. Generally 
speaking, higher education also 
means more money at the workplace. 

The fot^cral government is 
now taking action towards making 
post-secondary education more af- 
fordable for lower and middle in- 
come families. Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien said, "There can be no 
greater millennium project forCanada 
and no better role for government 
than to help young Canadians pre- 
pare for the knowledge-based soci- 
ety of the next century." Although 
the new Canadian Opportunities 
Strategy does look good, the state- 
ment is sornewhat ironic, consider- 
ing the $2.3 billion that was previ- 
ously slashed from education trans- 
fer payments. 



The bulk of the plan is not set 
to take place until 2000, when schol- 
arships averaging $3(X)0 per year and 
not exceeding $15 (XX) over a four 
year period, will be implemented. 
100 0(X) students each year will be 
awarded this scholarship; those that 
demonstrate both a financial need 
and academic efficiency. The initial 
endowment is set to be $2.5 billion. 

Jean Monty, CEO of North- 
em Telecom was named Chair of the 
Millennium Scholarship by the Lib- 
erals. Libby Davies, NDP post-sec- 
ondary education critic, commented, 
"While Monty'sbeen collecting these 
platinum pay cheques, more and more 
students have been suffering. Stu- 
dents have been graduating into debt, 
bankruptcy, and often unemploy- 
ment. How can a man with so much 
empathize with students who have so 
little?" 

Yet, it seems better to have a 
proven, competent businessman 
watching over finances instead of 
some yutz that has spun his company 
into bankruptcy. Criticisms of Monty 
being out of touch with students is 
most likely true, but what does it 
matter when his job is going to be 
making money with the money put 
into the scholarship fund. 

, Also included in the Cana- 
dian Opportunities Strategy is a plan 
that will help students to manage 
their Canada Student Loans, once it 
is time to repay. Included in this 



strategy is an increased interest relief 
program, providing full interest re- 
lief for graduates with income of less 
than $22 300, during a 30 month 
period. If the 30 month period be- 
comes exhausted, there will be a re- 
payment extension period, followed 
by an extension in interest relief of up 
to 54 months. And if all else fails, 
there will be a reduction in the prin- 
cipal amount owed. 

If you have RRSPs, for the 
first time you will be allowed to make 
tax-free withdrawls of up to $10000 
per year, not to exceed $20 000 over 
a four year period. You will be ex- 
pected to pay this amount back over 
a ten year period, upon completion of 
post-secondary studies. 

It is too late for those of us in 
university, but save for your child's 
education now! RESPs offer the best 
package. Canada Education Savings 
Grants offer 20% for die first $2 000 
saved per year. The lifetime limit 
contributions allowable for RESPs 
was changed from $31 500 to $42 
000 this year. This means that your 
future student-child will be able to 
buy far more beer, or pay more tui- 
tion, than we can. 

An extra $120 000 will be 
awarded to graduate students this year 
for advanced research and develop- 
ment. As well, grants of up to $3 000 
will be awarded to students with chil- 
dren or other dependents. 

A controversial issue is re- 



newing the Networks of Centres of 
Excellence. This decision seems to 
be somewhat ambiguous, as it will 
cost money to restart, while these 
funds could be allocated to other, 
already established councils, such as 
the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council, which lags far be- 
hind other research councils in fund- 
ing. 

Although the government is 
trying to make up for huge cuts in 
education, it must be asked if Uiis is 
either enough, or even if it is done 
properly. TTie money allocated to 
making higher education more ac- 
cessible seems sufficient, but it is not 
being properly distributed. Nearly 
$5.6 billion is being pumped into 
post-secondary education over the 
next four years, yet tuition hikes seem 
inevitable. If this money were relo- 
cated into stopping increases, more 
students would be happy than the 100 
000 that will receive scholarships. 

If someone punches you in 
the eye, makes you bleed, and then 
runs off to grab a bandage for you, do 
you thank them for getting the band- 
age, or be upset for the gash? This is 
similar to the federal government's 
attempt to help repay student loans 
with tax relief, and eventually princi- 
pal reducdons. First, create the tui- 
tion hikes, and then apologize and try 
to help a litde. Only problem is that 
this wound won't heal for ten to fif- 
teen years. 



That's the federal govern- 
ment. The provincial government is 
less tactful. Harris put a levy on the 
1-900 number for OSAP inquiries. 
On top of that, a $10 fee has been 
placedon all paper applications. Stu- 
dents that require financial assist- 
ance must now pay in order to receive 
financial assistance, unless you have 
access to the World Wide Web. Not 
only do you need access to the World 
Wide Web, you have to use updated 
software, which in turn means that 
you have to have updated hardware. 
It can be done with a slower compu- 
ter, but you are better off paying the 
extra ten bucks. I know, I was there. 
I really don't have an extra $10 for 
Mike, but I also don't have the diree 
or four hours that was required to fill 
out die on-line application. 

It is estimated that 100 000 
students applied for OSAP via paper 
applications. Chris Borst, Chairper- 
son of the Ontario Graduate Associa- 
tion of the CFS commented, "Stu- 
dents who apply for OSAP are pre- 
cisely those who are least likely to be 
able to shoulder these insensitive 
additional costs. I agree with Mike 
Harris that a fee hike is the same as a . 
tax hike, so why, I might ask, does he 
feel it appropriate to tax Ontario's 
neediest students?" 

On average, by 1999-2000 
university tuition fees will have in- 
creased by 158% since 1990.

Dr. Jean Watters, formerly President 
of College Boreal in Sudbury, is now 
President of Laurentian University. 
He was unanimously chosen by the 
university's Presidential Search 
Committee. 

The Chair of the Presidential 
Search Committee and Chair of Lau- 
rentian ' s Board of Governors, Doug- 
las J. Los, gave a few reasons for the 
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committee's confidence in Dr. 
Watters. According to Mr. Los, Dr. 
Watters has an excellent "manage- 
ment style, which is an excellent bal- 
ance of academic and entrepreneurial 
skills." Mike Grube, ex-President of 
the SGA/AGE and member of the 
Search Committee, added that Dr. 
Watters "believes strongly in treat- 
ing students as partners, not clients," 
which is a definite asset in a Univer- 
sity President. 

Dr. Watters was the Director and

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The Student Centre 

One of the best-kept secrets is that the Student Centre was bought and paid for 
by past, present and future LU students. Thus, it's name has more than a figurative 
connotation: it is, quite Hterally, the students' centre. As such, we have a 
responsibiUty that the Centre meets all of the standards of equity that are appropri- 
ate for today. 

There are two issues regarding the Student Centre that should be highlighted - one positive, 
one much less so. On the positive side, the Student Centre Management Committee finally 
decided to change the hanging flags so that they may reflect Canadian flag convention and to give 
First Nations their rightful representation. Until this summer, the flags were hung in the 
following order: situated at the top was the green and white drapeau franco-ontarien, followed 
by the Ontario provincial flag, with the lowly Canadian flag taking up the bottom rung. This order 
was precisely the reverse of what flag convention dictates in the Secretary of State's General 
rules for flying and displaying the Canadian Flag and other flags in Canada. This publication 
is available in the library (call number CAl SS 78G76). The SCMC wisely changed the order 
late in August and added the red and white Anishinabek flag. Happily, the flags now reflect 
proper convention, and also better reflect the cultural composition of the University. If only we 
could find some means to honour the international students who also call LU home. 

On a much more serious and disturbing note, those confined to a wheelchair continue to 
be denied access to the third floor of the Student Centre. Most of us can only imagine the 
frustration one would experience wheeling down the hall between the Parker Building and the 
Student Centre, only to find the heavy blue doors between the two buildings are not automated. 
This frustration would only be magnified by the existence - on the other side of the doors - of fully- 
equipped, luxurious, handicap washrooms. Where do we place the blame? Administration, the 
various student associations and the Student Centre users are all responsible. It should be stated, 
however, that a high-ranking University official promised in May that this ridiculous oversight 
would be soon rectified. It is September 1, and the status quo remains - ACCESS DENIED.

of Services. When you've got that in hand, you'll then need to go to the 
Circulation Counter of the library to get it validated. By the way, did you 
know that you can also use this card as a debit card when you photocopy or 
use the library's new laser printer? Just put your card into the plastic cashier 
opposite the Circulation desk, insert a loonie or a bill into the reader, and 
whatever amount you've chosen will appear on your card. 

Question: I am a second year student. What's new with the 

library this fall? 

Answer: Get ready to have your socks blown off . All the changes 

have been grouped under four headings: 

Networii Enhancements 

t 

• The number of terminals offering access to network products has been 
doubled from 8 to 16. 

The library has upgraded from a DOS to a Windows NT platform. 
The number of databases available on the terminals has expanded from 
8 to over 50. 

Several of these databases are now available not only in the library but 
around campus. These include ERIC and Sociological Abstracts. 
The library now offers full WWW access with a graphical browser, at 
no charge, on the 16 terminals on the library network. 
To ensure access to network stations, the library has placed a time limit 
of one half hour per day for each user. 

Instruction 

The library's award- winning programme of workshops has been 
made even better. The four core workshops have been re-organized to 
improve continuity and once a student starts the first, he or she will be able 
to take the others in the same time-slot on following days. To guarantee 
access, time slots vary throughout each session. To allow better planning, the 
workshop programme /or both fall and winter sessions has been published. 
You may pick workshop brochures and sign up at the times convenient to you 
at the base of Mr. Desmarais's bust near the entrance to the library. 

Product Changes 

• The complete Psyclit database from 1887 is now available. 

• Lexis-Nexis, while still available, no longer allows the selling of 
individual student passwords. While all existing passwords will still 
be operational, students who wish access to Lexis-Nexis must attend a 
library workshop on the product. At the end of the workshop, they can 
present a signed Certificate of Participation at the Circulation counter 
where they will be issued with two passwords on the condition they do 
not share them with anyone else. While this means that students may be 
competing for access, at least Lexis-Nexis will be now available at no 
charge. For those who like to work at home, L-N software is still 
available at the Reserve Desk (or it may be downloaded free from the 
internet at http://www.lexis-nexis.com/lncc/custserv/software.html). 

Equipment 

• A terminal dedicated to Lexis-Nexis has been set up near the Reference 
desk. 

•' In addition to the new network terminals, the library has added a high- 
speed high-quality laser printer to serve the network. 

• A Kurzweil reader is now available for Special Needs students. In 
addition, the library now has two oversize computer screen for these 
students 

On Going 

Many of the innovations which were introduced last year continue. High- 
lights include: 

• Library hours have been maintained and reference service is still 
available all hours the library remains open on week-ends. During 
week-days and Monday to Thursday nights, librarians are available in 
the Research Office (Room 30-20) for specialized help. 

• The popular area set up opposite the circulation desk continues to be 
available for those who want to relax. The library's (donated) collection 
of recreational paperbacks housed in the area has been expanded. 
During the week, those who want to read the daily issues of local and 
Toronto papers may still obtain these at the Reserve desk. 

• Serials holdings arc now available on the OPAC; the Repetoire des 
vedettes-matiere is also available on-line. 

• The Archives continues to add new fonds to support research on 
Northern Ontario 

Last year, for example, the archives obtained the papers of former 
Sudbury mayor, W.L. Beaton.

Letter to the Editor 



Dear Sir, 

It was interesting to note from 
the July 9th issue of Lambda, under 
the "LU News Briefs" (subheading: 
"LU's Board of Governors Raise 
Tuition 8%") that the Acting Presi- 
dent states that the University 1998- 
99 "budget" provides "more support 
for graduate students." According to 
the Directorate of Graduate Studies, 
as communicated to the LU Graduate 
Council, the University in its 1998- 
99 budget reduced its allocation to 
the GTA (Graduate Teaching 
Assistantship) stipend by $50 000, in 



spite of the fact that 46% of the GTA 
funding comes from the Bursary and 
Fellowship funding (collected 
through tuition fee and from the pub- 
lic at large). 

In addition, the summer bur- 
sary a graduate student is entitled to 
has been reduced from $2000 to 
$1000, and the students holding an 
NSERC fellowship or OGS have been 
made ineligible for the summer bur- 
sary. 

The GSA senator is present- 
ing a motion at the September meet- 
ing of the LU Academic Senate de- 



ploring these actions of the Univer- 
sity, and the GSA hopes that this 
motion will be supported by senators 
representing the students, faculty, 
administration and the Board of Gov- 
ernors. 

Fiscal responsibility is an ad- 
mirable trait. However, balancing of 
books at the cost of the education of 
future generations is a deplorable 
action.

The Laurentian University 
Harassment Education and Com- 
plaints Committee (LUHECC) is 
composed of faculty, staff and stu- 
dents from the Laurentian University 
Community and is chaired by the 
Harassment Officer.
